
INGLEWOOD HANDS TORRANCE13-9 LOSS
Early 9-0 Lead 
Lost By Tartars
After grabbing a quick 9-0 lead in the first quarter, 

Torrance High's Tartar varsity seemed unable to master 
Inglewood's offensive patterns and we're handed a 13-9 
Bay League loss on the home grounds Friday night. The 
loss was the fourth suffered by the locals this season.

Torrance's first score came 
after they took the opening 
kick-off and drove to the In 
glewood 46-yard line before 
being forced to punt to the vis 
itors 15. There a clipping pen 
alty set the Sentinels back to 

\\their one, where they tailed to 
move the ball. With a fourth 
and iix situation a bad pass 
from center forced the Ingle 
wood punter out of his end 
lone for a Torrance safety. 

Long Drive
On the 'following klck-of! 

the Tartars took over on their 
own 43, and proceeded to drive 

.all the way in eight plays to 
push across another score. The 
drive featured alternating runs 
by halfback Bob Grajada and 
fullback John Emory, with Em 
ory making a key nine-yarc 
run around end to the Ingle- 
Wood one yard line. On the 
ftext'play the plunging Tartar 
fullback bulled his way into 
the end zone for the touch 
iown.

Grajada ran for the extra 
point to give the locals a 9-0 
lead.

A punting duel monopolize^ 
most of the second period as 
both clubs failed .to put to­ 
gether a drive. Late in the 
quarter Inglewood took over 
on the Torrance 44-yard line 
and drove to the local's ,27 in 
two plays. A completed "pass 
from that point was good for 
the score. The try for the ex­ 
tra point was no good, and the 
half ended with Torrance on 
the top end-of a 9-6 count.

In the second half the Tor 
ranee attack bogged down 
completely, as the Sentinel de- 
fense stiffened.

Hull stated that it would be 
possible for a group to make 
use of school facilities, for 
meeting purposes, etc., but 
that auch arrangements would 
have to be made by the group's 
leaders and the prinicapls of 
the school involved.

. . He also said that if It seem­ 
ed possible that the group had 
been instigated by persons not 
residing in Torrance, and with­ 
out the interests of the Tor­ 
rance district in mind, the 
movement would meet with his 
objections.

Concerning the de-emphasis 
rumored locally, particularly 
in terms of the local high 
schools' abbreviated football 
schedules, Dr. Hull said that
